Men who "go down to the .sea in ships" 


have had tragic luck lately in many places. 
The loss of destroyers anrl other vessels at 
Okinawa strikes home to every American 
heart, and gives new evidence of the sacri- 
.fices our seamen are making to insure our 
safety here at home. We can spare the ships 
far better than the men. 


It would not be so bad if the enemy were 


civilized enough to fight according to the 
rules of warfare, as laid down in our inter- 
national agreements to which the Japanese 
themselves have subscribed. But we have 
learned to our great regret that there is no 
chivalry among the Japs, whether by land 
or sea. In addition to our maritime losses we 
lose the sense of "clean fighting" to which 
the American tradition has always adhered, 
from John Paul Jones down to the present 
war. 


As for the material losses at sea, we can 


readily replace them, for we have the great- 
est navy ever built and by far the greatest 
power of production. We can replace the 
men, 
too—numerically—but not in our 


hearts. 


DING 
HOW! 


A new expression may be coming into 


favor one of these days. It is "ding how", a 
Chinese term meaning "very good.1' Col. 
Robert F. Seedlock, American commander 
of the famous engineers who built the Burma 
Road, had reason to make liberal use of it 
in praise of his coolies when he was on that 
job. 


"Some of those Chinese walked three 


weeks to reach the job," he says. "We had 
boys eight years old and men who looked 
to be 80.- They dug the road out with farm 
hoes and carried the dirt off in baskets 
woven of reeds on the spot. It is the only 
military road in the world built with hand 
labor supplemented by modern machinery." 
The Burma Road runs from India to China 
over the big Himalayan foothills, with a 
9,000-foot hump, through jungles, across 
rivers, along sheer cliffs, and is probably the 
toughest road job anybody ever tackled. 


One of these times the Chinese may be 


building such roads again for themselves, as 
they started doing in the days of Genghis 
Khan. 


TRAVELING TOMATOES 


Victory gardens are now equipped with 


wings. Tomato plants lately have been flown 
in large quantities from Georgia to northern 
Ohio, and are in the ground almost before 
they have lost their morning dew. One cargo, 
composed of 300,000 plants, was reported the 
other day as making such a trip in four 
hours, whereas it used to take four days. 
Obviously it is to Ihc advantage of the plank, 
when once out of Ihc soil, to get back into 
it as quickly as possible. 


An interesting phase of the experiment has 


been the presence of agricultural cxperls 
who flew along with Ihe plants and kept 
them under close observation, to note the 
effects of such an abnormal oncralion. It 
must have seemed much like a doctor riding 
to a hospital in an ambulance wilh his 
patient. From such experiments, it serins 
likely that there will soon he a good riea! 
of travel among the vegetables and their 
brethren.

community can afford. 
Top many mon hold pub- 


lic office who in a competitive world in which 
talent receives a reward on a merit basis, find 
S5.000 to 55,800 a yesr, before taxes, a price worth 
righting for. Such men could not hold executive 
positions in big business, for instance: yet, they 
arc called upon to appropriate millions, and in the 
case of congressmen, billions of our money—and, 
if slate or municipal officers, to administer com- 
plicated and technical and costly processes of gov- 
ernment. Measured by any standards, most of 
these men ore incapable of doing the jobs they 
undertake to do. They lack Ihe training, experi- 
ence and wisdom, but they possess the quality of 
good-fellowship, a glib tongue, a gift for loyalty to 
a nolit.ical boss, 


As this is so often true in both parties, 
the 


voter can choose, only between a Slmillnz Dope 
and an Oratorial Moron in too many elections, so 
he lakes the fellow whose name he knows best, who 
belongs lo his particular church or lodge or some- 
thing like that. The voter has so little choice that 
it rarely matters for whom he votes. Fo;- years 
my own congressman was a prince of men whom 
I like personally but who votes in Congress, from 
my standpoint, as badly as anyone can. But his 
opponents were generally beneath contempt, so I 
vole against my own opinions and beliefs, but for 
a good fellow. Now, my congressman is one ol the 
most famous in the House, a Democrat, who votes 
straight New Deal which I oppose.

They were German soldiers 
from one of the hospitals here. 
They asked if they could come 
over and play for us. One of the 
fellows had a leg shot oft and an- 
other had an arm missing. Like as 
not some of us did it. But there 
they were singing' for us."

The former old 
thoroughfare 


known as the Plank Road was 
given to the state for 3 state road 
by the Ulster & Delaware Plank 
Road Co. and the late S. D. Coy- 
kendall on March 13, 1912, when 
Judge A. T. Clear\vater delivered 
the 
deed to County Attorney 


Arthur K. Rose that day. 


The presenting of the deed was 


in pursuance of 
an agreement 


made by Mr. Coykendall providing 
that the Plank Road would be 
deeded without charge to the 
state, provided the state would 
construct a state road on the 
roadbed. 


The section of the Plank Road 


deeded to the state extended 
from the Esopus creek bridge at 
Mutton Hollow to the taking line 
of the Ashokan reservoir. 


On March 12, 1912. the collec- 


tion of tolls on the Plank Roac 
ceased. 


The Ulster & .Delaware PJank 


Road Co. was organized January 
5, 3851. It constructed a plank 
road between Kingston Point and 
the village of Delhi, in Delaware 
county, over which a line of fine 
Concord coaches drawn by four 
and six horses were operating un- 
til the construction of the Ulster 
and Delaware railroa'd. 


The charter of the Plank Roac 


Co. was renewed in 1880 anc 
again in 1890. The capital stock 
was SSO.OOO. 


Among the original incorpora- 


tors were Thomas Cornell. Judge 
James C. Forsyth. Cornelius. M. 
Van Leuven. Edmund Suydam and 
James H. Lockwood. 


The old road had been a famous 


one in its day, and millions of 
dollars of hides, butter and blue- 
stone had been. carted over it. and 
hundreds of thousands of head of 
cattle driven over it to tide water.

to local affairs. Judge A .T. Clear- 
water was re-elected president at 
Ihe annual meeting of the Wilt- 
wyck Rural Cemetery Associa- 
tion in April, 1912. Judge Clear- 
water and Judge James A. Byts 
were re-elected trustees to suc- 
ceed themselves and John 
E. 


Kraft was elected . to fill the 
vacancy caused by the death of 
Charles Reynolds.

The fact is, however, 
that pressure from 
the rebuilt 


Chinese army is affecting the Jap- 
anese movement of troops north- 
ward. 


The broadcasts from 
Tokyo 


speak of 20 divisions of 
Chinese 


troops being mechanized by the 
United States and add that Amer- 
ica is relying on the Chinese to 
furnish abundant manpower. 
Doubtless the Japanese would like 
to know America's plans with re- 
spect to waging war in and around 
China and whether it is true that 
the United States has mechanized 
any Chinese divisions. No official 
comment is forthcoming. 


But it is apparent that ths Jap- 


anese fear that America may help 
mechanize the Chinese army and 
they fear also that, as the Chinese 
troops begin operating close 
to 


the coast line, the American armed 
services may open a port or find 
a new supply line to China from 
the Pacific Ocean side. 
Reports 


have come through the press of 
fortifications and defenses erected 
by the Japanase at coastal points 
where they think landings may 
occur. 


The Japanese also must be wary 


of possible complications in Man- 
churia where friction 
between 


Russian and Japanese armies near 
each other in that area could oc- 
cur. Whether Russia does or does 
not enter the war. Japan cannot 
afford to move her troops from 
Manchuria to. the south and she 
must shift her available forces in 
China to the north to set up her 
main defense lines there.

listening to this discussion between 
two friends about the meaning of 
P.P.C. written on a visiting card: 
"One Insists that when someone 
Is moving away It is up to her to 
go to sec all her friends to say 
good-bye to each.

Now I'm confused and I'd like to 
know how it should be?" 


Curiously enough-, both answers 


are right. People leaving, were in 
old-fashioned times, expected to pay 
a round of visits and leave their 
visiting cards with P.P.C. written 
down in the corner, meaning "to 
take leave." 
This gesture was, 


however, a fairly formal one and 
generally paid by a stranger who 
had been visiting the town and 
left her card upon hostesses who 
had been polite to her. When 
someone had lived in a town and 
was moving away, then all the 
people who knew her and were 
fond of her would go to see her 
and say good-bye. It is also rea- 
sonable because it would be im- 
possible for one who Is well-known 
to go to see every one she knows 
in the midst of packing to leave. 
In other words, the one who leaves 
the "P.P.C." card, leaves it only 
on a few people who have been 
courteous to her. A whole neigh- 
borhood would go to see one who 
has been living amongst them and 
who is leaving permanently.
